Service Ceinnns.'’ion in April, 1071 are hereby fubliahed lor p/'ntr,",l information. 

2 The T.umber of pej.ons to be selected for inclusion in Ihe ScJcct-List will 
he, specified in tae Notice issued bv the Comrnitsion. Reservations shah be 
made lor cand rUites belcngins; to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tiihes 
in respeci of vacancies as may be flxtd by the Government. 
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Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes mentioned In the 
Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists {Modifications) Order, 1&68. read with Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) Act, 1956, the Constitution 
(Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andamart 
and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 18^9, the Constitution (Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled 
Castes Order. 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order,. 
1967, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, and 
the Constitution (Goa. Daman and Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968. 

3, (1) The examination will be conducted by the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission In the manner iprescribed in the Appendix to these Rules.

(2) Age—(a)—He should not be more tahn 49 years of age, l.e.. he must not 
have been born earlier than 1st January, 1931. 

Provided that— 

(i) any candidate born earlier than 1st January, 1931 but not earlier than 
1st January, 1930, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than five 
years on the 1st January, 1970; 

(ii) any candidate born earlier than 1st January, 1930 but not earlier tham 
1st January, 1929, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than five 
years on the ist January, 1969; and 

(iii) any candidate born earlier than 1st January, 1929 but not earlier than 
1st January, 1928, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than Rye-

in any one, or as the case may be, more than one of the grades mentioned above, 
shall also be eligible for admission to the examination to be held In 1971 as a 
special case.
